between the manufacturers 
and 


makers and the union was recognized, 
but 
the manufacturers claimed they 


could not pay the $2 per day. 


They made a counter proposition, how- 


ever. and offered to pay $1.87 Mr Pcr da?- 
The 'bookmakers took the matter under 
advisement and held a meeting yester- 
day. It was unanimously decided to re- 
jest the offer of the manufacturers and 
this morning forty-eight quit work and 
then eight who were not union men quit, 
leaving the four brick yards, viz: Bau- 
innim's, Ililker's, Burdick's and Haum- 
mcrson's, practically deserted and not a 
brick is being manufactured. 


It is believed that the manufacturer! 


';.ml uih'£ererwfir'gct' together arid make 
some kind of a settlement within a day 
or two, but the brickmakers .-tate that 
they must have $2 per day and the man- 
ufacturers claim tnc business will not 
warrant such wages.

demand for building purposes. Unless the 
strike is settled Racine brick will be very 
scarce ^oon.

MADISON. Wis., April 25.—The

mary election bill is dead, its last spark 
of life expiring Friday, when each sec- 
tion of the conference committee report- 
ed to its respective house that it had 
been impossible to reach an agreement. 
But a new primary bill, will in all likeli- 
hood bi; introduced r.ext week. It will 
not, however, come from the administra- 
tion leaders in the assembly, as had been 
expected. They take the position, as ex- 
pressed by Chairman Andrew of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, that 
they ha.ve offered the stalwart senators 
everything possible in the.way of a. com- 
promise, their last and seventh proposi- 
tion, to submit the entire bill to approval 
of the people at the next spring election, 
being the last extreme. 
And, "by the 


same token," the stalwart senators are 
not in a position, even should they desire, 
•to propose a bill which the majority in 
the assembly would consider, having re- 
fused all the offers the administration 
men could make. 


But notwithstanding this situation, it 


is believed that a primary bill will be 
introduced and passed, and that it will 
come, not from the ''half-breeds" of the 
assembly or the "stalwarts' of the sen- 
ate, but from the "conservatives" of the 
lower house. Men like ex-Speaker Ray, 
who were not 'in favor of so sweeping 
n measure as ivas first proposed by the 
administration merj, and who hnvc had 
no opportunity to express themselves on 
the compromises proposed, are said to be 
planning a measure for which a majority 
can be secured in both houses. Accord- 
ing to report, they will quietly obtain 
the views of some of the senators who 
are near the edge on the primary ques- 
tion, ,ind endeavor to draft a bill which 
will meet their support as well as that 
of thn administration men. While the 
senators who vo'U'd against the assembly 
bill were naturally hound to accept the 
report of their 
conference 
committee, 


they would not be bound to refuse the 
same compromises as were offered'when 
proposed in a new bill. 


The "conservatives," as the loss ultra- 


stalwarts prefer i.o be 
known, realize 


that it will he a bad thing for the legis- 
lature to adjourn without passing a pri- 
mary election bill. The advantage is now 


which has the matter under advisement. 
Several of the bills which have been re- 
posing in committees have been brought 
out during the week, and big calendars, 
requiring morning and evening sessions 
to complete the work have been the rule. 
But the bills which have been slumber- 
ing are largely those over which there 
is a contest, and action on them on the 
floor, in the assembly at least, is attend- 
ed by "chewing matches" as the oratori- 
cal efforts of the members arc vulgarly 
called, which consume much time acd 
usually result iu the bill being sent back 
to committee.

Kiglitecnth regi- 
ment, National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
of Piltsburg, who was' arrested for the 


looting and killing of William Durham, 


a union miner at Shenamlonh, Sehuyl- 
kill county, during the recent anthralice 
coal strike. 


Wadsworth wus with n detachment of 


his regiment, was guarding the home of 
a non-union miner, when the shooting 
occurred. Durham 
was1 detected 
ap- 


proaching the house, and when called 
upon to halt apparently paid no heed 
to the command. Wadsworth thereupon 
shot and killed him. It afterwards de- 
veloped that Durham was deaf and that 
it was impossible for him to hear the 
command t.o halt. 


Immediately after the 
shooting 
the 


shooting the county authorities tried to 
arrest the soldier. The military officials 
refused to deliver him to the civil au- 
thorities and the matter was taken to 
tne. Schuylkill county court, which or- 
dered that Wadsworth be lurnCil over to 
the county officials. 


An appeal wus taken to the .supreme 


court which granted a habeas corpus and 
released Wadsworth in $500 bail pending 
the determination of the suit. The su- 
preme court in if.s decision today refus- 
ed to turn \Yndsworth over to the coun- 
ty authorities and makes him immune 
from prosecution on the charge of mur- 


der.

The ad- 
dress of welcome was delivered by Mayor 
Peter B. Nelson. He expressed his pleas- 
ure in seeing the visitors in a most; cor- 
dial manner and assured them that as 
the members of the Slavic were known 
for their, sociable nature, they would not 
lack for want of enjoyment. He said the 
Bohemians were a good people, had es- 
pecially been found so in Racine, where 
'they had become valuable citizens and 
that by reason of their industrious traits 
are enjoying prosperity.

The mak- 
ers were receiving $1.75 per day pnd de- 
manded .$2. A meeting was held'last 
week between the manufacturers 
and 


makers and the union was recognized, 
but the manufacturers claimed they 
could not pay the $2 per day. 


.They made a counter proposition, how- 


ever, and offered to pay ,$i:S7y~ per day. 
The brickmakers took the matter under 
advisement and held a meeting yester- 
day. It was unanimously decided to re- 
ject the offer of the manufacturers and 
this morning forty-eight quit work and 
then eight who were not union men quit, 
leaving the four brick yards, viz: Bau- 
'mnim-'s, Hilker's, Burdick's and Haum- 
incrsou's, practically deserted and not a 
brick is being manufactured. 


It is belisyed that the .inauufactureri 


;iiid "iua'l?e}?mH"ge"tf together arid" niake 
some kind-of a settlement within a day 
or two. but tlie brickmakcrs state that 
they must have $2 per day aud the man- 
ufacturers claim tlie business will not 
warrant such wages. 


All yards are. or have been busy.-as 


this is the season when brick is in great 
demand for building purposes. Unless the 
strike is settled Racine brick will be very 
scarce soon. 


One of the manufacturers said this 


morning that the lowest wages paid in 
the yards was $1.75 and the 
highest 


$2.25: that the. $1.75 men demanded 
$2.00 and the $2.25 men want $2:50, while 
the teamsters asked fifteen shillings a 
day. It was aot possible to give this 
price nnd the manufacturer above quot- 
ed emphatically stated that the increase 
will not be paid even if the yards remain 
idle all summer.

The old steel tank, an adjunct to the 


plant of the American Linseed Oil com- 
pany's plant in this city, located near 
the corner 
of 
Wisconsin 
and Third 


streets, is being dismantled and will be 
shipped to Philadelphia, where it will be 
reconstructed for service to one of the 
large mills owned by the same trust in 
that city. The tank is sixteen feet in 
height and twenty-five feet in diameter 
and has a capacity of 1.200 barrels of oil. 


The tank and mill was put up twenty 


years ago, about the time Eacine was 
visited by the disastrous conflagration 
that swept away a large portion of the 
business district in its vicinity on the 
cast. The plant was built a ad operated 
by Mr. Emerson for nearly fifteen years, 
after 
which it was absorbed by 
the 


oil trust, known as the National Linseed 
Oil company, under which ownership its 
operation was continued up to five years 
ago, when this trust reorganized and re- 
named itself the American Linseed Oil 
company, and since that time the mill 
has been idle, but it was used as a store 
house and buying station of flaxseed for 
other mills of the trust up to the pres- 
ent time. About fifteen men found em- 
ployment in this mill when it was run- 
ning. 


This oil trust has acquired possession 


of about SO linseed oil manufacturing en- 
terprises in different part of this coun- 
try. The two leading plants are located 
in New York and 
Chicago. The New 


York mill has a capacity of grinding 
about 17,000 bushels of flnxsccd per day, 
of which each bushel yields an average 
of three gallons of oil. The local mill 
consumed a daily limit of 300 bushels.

ARE THE BONDS ILLEGAL? 


Result of Governor's Veto Can" 


not lie Exactly Determined 


at Present. 


MADISON, Wis'., April 25.—The pri- 


mary election bill is dead, its last spark 
of life expiring Friday, when each sec- 
tion of the conference committee report- 
ed to its respective house ihat it had 
been impossible to reach an agreement. 
But a new primary bill, will in all likeli- 
hood be introduced next week. It will 
not, however, come from the administra- 
tion leaders in the assembly, as had been 
expected. They take the position, as ex: 


pressed by Chairman Andrew of the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, that 
they have offered the stalwart senators 
everything possible in the.way of a com- 
promise, their last and seventh proposi- 
tion, to submit the entire bill to approval 
of the people at the next spring election, 
being the last extreme. And, "by the 
same token,'-' the stalwart senators are 
not in a, position, even should they desire, 
to propose a bill which the majority in 
the assembly would consider, having re- 
fused all the offers ihe administration 
men could make. 


But notwithstanding this situation, it 


is believed that a primary bill will be 
introduced and passed, and that it will 
come, not from the "half-breeds" of the 
assembly or 'the "stalwarts' of the sen- 
ate, but from the "conservatives" of the 
lower house. Men like ex-Speaker Ray, 
who were not 'in favor of so sweeping 
a measure as was first proposed by the 
administration men, and who have had 
no opportunity to express themselves on 
the compromises proposed, are said to be 
planning a measure for which a majority 
can be secured in both houses. Accord- 
ing to report, they will quietly obtain 
the views of some of the senators who 
are near the edge on the primary ques- 
tion, and endeavor to draft a bill which 
will meet their support as well as that 
of the administration men. While the 
senators who voted against the assembly 
bill wero naturally bound to accept the 
report :of their 
conference 
committee, 


they would not be bound to refuse the 
same compromises as were offered when 
proposed in a new bill. 


The "conservatives," as the less ultra- 


stalwarts prefer to be known, realize 
that it will be a bad thing for the legis- 
lature to adjourn without passing a pri- 
mary election bill. The advantage is now 
with the administration men, who offer- 
ed all the compromises proposed in the 
conference committee, seven in all, all 
of which were refused, the senate mem- 
bers standing flatly on the ground of 


which has the matter under advisement. 
Several of the bills which have been re- 
.posing'in committees have been brought 
out during the week, and big calendars: 
requiring morning and evening sessions 
to complete the work have been the rule. 
But the bills which have been slumber- 
ing are largely those over which there 
is a contest; and action on them on the 
floor, in the assembly at least, is attend- 
ed by "chewing matches" as. the oratori- 
cal efforts of the members are vulgarly 
called, which consume much time and 
usually result in the bill being sent back 
to committee. This of boiirse means fur- 
ther delay. It still looks as though May 
23 will be the earliest date on which' 
final adjournment can be expected.'

BIG FIGHT ON MEASURE. 


The freight rate bill, providing for the 


establishment of a state railway commis- 
sion with authority to fix minimum 
rates, came out of the assembly railroad 
committee Friday recommended for pas- 
sage unanimously—at least there was no 
notice of dissent by any member of the 
committee. It was made special order 
for next Thursday morning at 10 o'clock, 
and it will bring on the most vigorous 
and protracted fight of the session. The 
administration men still claim they will 
have enough votes to carry it through 
the lower house by a small majority. The 
amendment made by the committee pro- 
viding for the retention of a commodity 
rate is expected to satisfy the objections 
of the shippers whose protests against 
the bill have alarmed many of the ad- 
ministration members. The commodity 
rate, by the.amendment, is to be accord- 
ed by the discretion of the commission, 
and is not to allow discrimination in fa- 
vor of any locality or of any commodity. 


WILL ACCEPT AMENDMENTS. 


Some objection is heard by tlie admin- 


istration leaders in the assembly to -the 
senate's amendment to 'the ad %'alorcm 
bill which exempts railroad.bonds from 
being assessed as part of the railway 
property. It is probable, however, that 
all of the amendments will be accepted 
with Jittle if any change, and the bill will 
probably go to the governor for signa- 
ture before 'the close of next week. 


SLIDES THROUGH EASILY. 


One of the surprises of the week was 


the ease with which the bill requiring ex- 
amination and licensing of barbers went 
through the senate, only five votes being 
recorded against it on final passage.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Ross Perry,

. stances, called upon Attorney 
General 


Knox today and talked over Lhe case 
with him. 


He made to the attorney general sub- 


stantially the same statement given out 
by him last night; namely that the pap- 
ers taken by Mrs. Tyner from the safe 
in her husband's ofliec on Tuesday were 
altogether personal, bu't that they would 
be returned when asked for. The attor- 
ney general declines to make any state- 
ment concerning the case pending a re- 
ceipt of the papers which have not yet 
been received by the department. 


The postmaster general at 1 o'clock 


today certified to the attorney general 
for such action as he may deem neees- 
•sary in the eases of persons involved in 


• the abstraction ot" the papers from the 
safe of the assistant attorney genera 
for the postoffice department. The pa- 
pers include affidavits of Acting Assistanl 
Attorney General Christian, who was at 
his desk when Mrs. Tyner, the wife of 
the dismissed assistant attorney genera

SUMMABILY DISMISSED. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.. April 24.—Gel 


James N. Tyner of Indiana, assistant at 
torney general for the postoffice depart 
menfc, was summarily removed yesterdaj 
by Postmaster General Payne. This ac- 
tion followed the discovery that Tuesdnj 
afternoon, shortly before 4 o'clock Mrs. 
Tyner, accompanied by her sister, Mrs. 
Barrett, accompanied by an expert em- 
ploye of a local safe and lock concern, 
entered the office of the assistant attor- 
ney general in the department building 
and removed from the safe all the rec- 
ords, letters, files, and documents it con- 
tained. 


Before taking action the 
postmaster 


general ,-nughc 'to recover the 
missing 


papers by sending two inspectors to the 
'home of Tyner and demanding their re- 
turn. 
The demand was refused, as was 


permission to see Gen. Tyner or to inspect 
•the. papers. 


Following closely upon the letter of 


Mr. Payne removing Gen. Tyner was the 
reference to the department of justice of 
the alleged burglarious entrance to a gov- 
ernment office and -the removal'of gov- 
ernmental property. The revised statutes 
hold this to be a most serious 
offense 


and one which, if established, subjects 
the perpetrator to severe penalties. 


SYMPATHY FOR TYNER. 


While there is no disposition on the 


part of any one to criticise the postmas- 
ter general for the action taken, Wash- 
ington officials arc agog over the devel- 
opments, and there are general expres- 
sions of sorrow and sympathy for Gen 
Tyner. 


The dismissal of the assistant attorne> 


general marks a sensational and ignomi 
nious ending to an honorable public ca 
reer of more than forty years. Not untl

OFFICERS DRIVEN TO SUICIDE 


Ten Army Offlcers la Philippines Who Have 


Sonclit Rest in Death.; 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
24—Lieuten- 


Colonel Henry W. Sprolc, who shot him- 
self through the head Wednesday while 
temporarily insane, is the tenth army of- 
ficer who has committed suicide in the 
Philippines. Besides these ten, six are 
entered on the records as having met 
death by drowning. 
In several 
cases 


the drowning is believed to have been in- 
tentional, but the proof was not clear 
enough to put them in the suicide class. 
In nearly every instance the suicide was

ROBBED WHILE ASLEEP 


Passeneers In Lincoln, »!>.. Depot Lose 


Valuables as They Slumber. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 24.—Passengers 


on Burlington train No. til, were held up 
and robbed of ?!,000 early this morning, 
as the train was leaving the Burlington 
union station in Lincoln. The train has 
been robbed three times within 100 miles 
of Lincoln. The robbery last fall netted 
i-55,000 to the men who did the work, and 
no trace of them has ever been found.

control of the interstate commerce whose 
authority has been enlarged. The bur- 
eau of corporations in the department 
will have supervision of all trusts, cor- 
porations, stock companies, conduct and 
management of corporations, and other 
combinations engaged in inter state com- 
merce. This bureau which will be under 
the charge of Mr. James R. Garfield, son 
of the late President Garfield, will assume 
the direct supervision of the incorpora- 
tions and will possess the power to com- 
pel the attendance of desired witnesses, 
and to compel the production of books 
of original entries, contracts, correspon- 
dence and agreements. Under the new 
department will be our vast internal com- 
merce now reaching well into $20.000,000 
this same commerce that in 1805 only 
amounted to 
$2,000,000. Our 
foreign 


commerce has equally reached vast di- 
mensions, our imports in 1850 having 
been 8133.500,420 and in 1902 $903,320,- 
948, 
while the exports in 1S50 reached 


but $144,375.726 mounted up to $1,331,- 
719,401 in 1802. 


It is confidently expected that the new 


department of commerce and labor tin- 
der the control of George B. Cortelyoti 
assisted by such able men as James R. 
Garfieiu and others, will give their best 
efforts to the proper conduct of the laws 
intended to relieve the people from in- 
tolerable burdens.

AFTER THE RAILROADS. 


The special message of the governor on 


the. subject of railroad freight rebates 


ill attract general attention. The con- 


tention of the governor is that the rail- 
roads have given rebates to favored 
shippers and that these rebates have not 
been included in the reports 
of gross 


earnings, consequently the state has re- 
ceived no tax on such withheld amounts. 


Authority is asked of the legislature 


jiving the state bank examiner ample 
authority to institute a thorough exam- 
ination of the accounts and of the books 
of railroads transacting business in this 
state, in order that all such rebates be 
ascertained as to amount and the state 
tax collected. 


The statement is.made that in Minne- 


sota has been unearthed $5,000,000 of 
such freight rebates from which the state 
has recovered §147,107.73 in taxes, The 
governor says in his message that con- 
sidering the results of the investigations 
made by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, there is no room left for doubt 
but that millions of dollars have been 
paid back to shippers, and that in Wis- 
consin the rebates given must reach vast 
sums of money every year. Of all this 
amount not a dollar is reported in the 
gross earnings and a valid claim exists 
against the railroad companies. He then 
refers to the law passed by the last con- 
gress providing severe penalties for any 
rebates or discriminations.

court had decided the appeal, it would 
seem 'to mo?t people that the govern- 
ment erred in permitting the. merger of- 
ficials to pay out the spring, dividends,

Employers Association Formed to Promote 


Welfare of laborers—Old Church 


to be Razed. 


KENOSHA, April 25.—Representatives 


of all the industrial plants in Kenosha 
met at the office of the Chicngo-Rockford 
Hosiery-'-works Thursday night and or- 
ranized the Kenosha Manufacturers' as- 
iociation. The association is unique, for 
rhile it is called a mutual benefit asso- 
ciation it is organized to promote the 


elfare of the laborers instead of that of 


the manufacturers. Of course, the lat- 
ter expect to gain in the long run, but 
the primary cause for the formation of 
;he association is to make Kenosha a 
more attractive place as the home of la- 
Dorers.

The association will build a cumber of 


nouses and a regular agent will be sent 
out to-invite laboring men to come to 
the city. The houses owned by the as- 
sociation will b« near the factories, and 
thcv Tii-ill be leased or sold to the laborers 
at the lowest possible rate. If the labor- 
er desires he will be allowed to pay for 
his home in small installments.

ing the death of his aunt Mrs. Margaret 
Aun Neve, the celebrated centenarian, at 
the age of 111 years. She was a sister 
of Mr. Harvey's father and the oldest 
living subject of the King of England. 


On every birthday a public reception 


was tendered her and people from all 
parts of the country either called or' 
sent congratulations. 


Mrs. Neve was bora in Pollett on tlie, 


18th of May, 1792 and was a native of 
the island where practically all of her life 
was spent. 
Her parents' names 
were 


Mr. and Mrs. Jean Harvey. "Legal proof

When Mrs. Neve-was born George III 


was king of Great Britain, Louis XVI 
king of France and George Washington 
president of the United States. She lived 
in the reigns of four British sovereigns. 


In her youth she received an excellent 


educationvind'possessed great intellect- 
ual attainments, her linquistic powers 
being 
especially remarkable, for 
the 


then Miss Harvey could converse in Eng- 
lish. French, Italian, Spanish and Ger- 
man. 


In 1823 she married Mr. Neve and 


they traveled extensively in Europe and 
one of Mrs. Neve's most prized treasures 
was a buckle which.she picked up on the 
field of Waterloo, a year or'so after the 
famous battle. They had no children. 
Mr. Neve died in. 1849 and Mrs. Neve's 
life was spent ftt Rouge Huis, her de- 
lightfully pretty estate at the^top ofCan- 
die Road.

Eleven Greeks and Italians Meet 


Death:—Majority Leave Large 


Families 'tiri the Old 


Country. 


BUFFALO, Kas., April 27.—A north- 
ound Missouri Pacific stock train crash- 
d into the rear end of a work train just 
north of this town at 7 o'clock last even- 
ng and eleven men were killed and 
.wonty-five injured. Ten of the latter are 
eriously and four probably fatally hurt. 
They were Greeks and Italians, excepting 
me, Peter Fry, an American, who has 
ived here several years, and "was a boss 
in the work train. The cause of the 
vreck is given as misreading of orders. 


The work train consisted of flat cars 


ind a caboose, all filled with laborers. 
J?he men on the flat cars escaped by 
umping, but hardly a man in the ca- 
boose 
escaped. The work 
train was 


backing into town for the night and 
running at a good speed. The heavy 
reight engine did not leave the track 
but 
ploughed the work train off the 


track,-leaving little of it except 
car 


wheels and kindling wood.

.ndependence arrived. The dead and in- 
ured were taken to Coffeyville, the lat- 
ter to be temporarily cared for at the 
lospital there. The scene of the wreck 
:or several hours looked like a, battle- 
field by the dazzling light.of the burning 
debris, with dead men strewn about upon 
the ground where they had been left af- 
ter being taken from the wreck.

kill county, during the recent anthratice 
coal strike. 


Wadsworth was with a detachment oi 


his regiment, was guarding the home o: 
a non-union miner, when the shootinj 
occurred. Durham 
was 
detected ap 


proaching the house, and when callcc 
upon to halt apparently paid no hecc 
to the command. Wadsworth thereupon 
shot and killed him. It afterwards de 
veloped that Durham was deaf and thu 
it was impossible for him to hear tin 
command to halt.

shooting the county authorities tried ti 
arrest the soldier. The military official., 
refused to deliver him to the civil au 
thoritics and the matter was taken t 
tne Schuylkill county court, which or 
dcred that Wadsworth be turned over ti 
the county officials.

court which granted a habeas corpus anc 
released Wadsworth in $500 bail pcndinn 
the determination of the suit.
